WHO REMEMBERS RWANDA? 

Which of us knows where or what 
Rwanda is? Which of us could 
describe, with even a modicum of 
detail, the bloody events that 
occurred in that forlorn corner of 
sub-Saharan nearly eleven years ago 
or could bear witness to the slaugh- 
ter? 

The Canadian who could best 
answer “me” to the above questions 
is Lt. General (ret.) Roméo Dallaire. 

With the UN's African peacekeep- 
ing operations all but crippled in the 
wake of the Somalia debacle, 
Dallaire, the commander of the 
United Nations’ peacekeeping mis- 
sion in Rwanda was forbidden from 
raiding the weapons stores that the 
Hutu militias subsequently used to 
facilitate their murderous campaign. 

“The world stood by as 800,000 
people were killed in 100 days,” says 
Peter Raymont, the filmmaker 
behind Shake Hands with the Devil: 
The Journey of Roméo Dallaire. 

Once the ethnic cleansing of 
Tutsi’s and moderate Hutus began 
apace, Dallaire, hamstrung by the 
political impotence and depraved 
indifference to human life displayed 
by his superiors in New York, could 
do little but protect his command 
whilst silently beholding the atroci- 


ties. The horrors that he saw nearly 
drove him mad. 


WAITING FOR THE GENERAL 

Shot less than nine months ago, 
Shake Hands with the Devil docu- 
ments Dallaire’s return to Africa for 
the 10th anniversary of the genocide. 
This story, Raymont says, is one that 
he has wanted to tell for a number of 
years. It took until April, 2004, how- 
ever, for the requisite pieces—and 
Dallaire’s mental health—to fall into 
place. 

“When | first came back from 
Rwanda, when I made a film over 
there five years ago [Rwanda: In 
Search of Hope], | was determined to 
try to make a film with Roméo 
Dallaire, and spent a lot of time try- 
ing to track him down,” Raymont 
explains from his office in Toronto. 

“At the time he was going 
through serious psychological prob- 
lems; therapy for post traumatic 
stress [syndrome]. He was trying to 
write his book; he wasn’t ready to 
talk to a filmmaker.” 

Then in the summer of 2003, 
Raymont says, he was given a pre- 
publication copy of Dallaire’s manu- 
script, Shake Hands with the Devil. In 
short order he secured the documen- 
tary rights to the book, through 
Michael Donovan of Halifax's Salter 
Street Films, and convinced the CBC 
to finance the film. Then, Raymont 
explains, events beganto happen | 
quick succession as “Dallaire decid- 
ed to go in April [2004], which was 
the 10th anniversary of the genocide.

“He was ready to go then,” 
Raymont adds. “He had done his 
testifying at Arusha [Tanzania] at 
the war crimes tribunal, he’d pulled 
himself together better psychologi- 
cally, he’d written the book, he 
wanted to take his wife, and he was 
invited by the Government of 
Rwanda for the 10th anniversary 
events. So it all worked; the timing 
was good.” 

Although originally commis- 
sioned (and budgeted) as a 45- 
minute television documentary, 
Raymont, who has been writing, 
producing and directing documen- 
taries for nearly 35 years, found 
three-quarters of an hour was sim- 
ply inadequate for the story that he 
felt needed to be told. 


THE LONG AND THE SHORT 
So in the great tradition of starv- 


ing artists, he pushed ahead on cred- 


it and hoped for the best. 

“People still haven’t been proper- 
ly paid; I feel kind of guilty telling 
you that,” he confesses. “They will 
be eventually,” he adds. 

When the editing process was 
complete, Raymont found himself 
with two versions of the documen- 
tary: a full length-feature, which is 
currently screening in the 2005 
Sundance Film Festival World 
Cinema Documentary Competition, 
and a shorter—perhaps gentler—cut 
which will be shown on CBC at the 
end of January.

have labeled as a “terrorist organiza- 
tion.” 

Why is none of this in the news? 
First there's the “embedded reporter’ 
factor. Indonesia banned all journal- 
ists not embedded with the military 
And then there's the economic disin- 
centive. The official economy of Aceh 
is based on a massive Exxon/Mobil 
natural gas extraction project, which, 
according to estimates on Pacifica 
Radio's Democracy Now, has netted 
$40 billion worth of the resource 
Very little of this money has flowed 
into the local Acehnese economy, 
where nearly a quarter of the children 
suffered from malnutrition before the 

tsunami struck. 

This explains both Indonesia‘s 
motivation to maintain tight con- 
trol over the province, and the 
American corporate media’s disin- 
centive to cover this remote region of 
the world. 

In this light, the tsunami provided 
a big boost to the Indonesian cam- 
paign against Aceh, killing more 
Acehnese than they could politically 
get away while wreaking chaos upon 
the province. Not satisfied with this 
sudden strategic gift, the Indonesian 
military immediately set upon the 
survivors, exacting control over relief 
operations and withholding food 
and water as weapons against the 
independence movement. 

Amnesty International has report- 
ed that it is difficult to document the 
extent of the abuses in Aceh since the 
Indonesians have banned most for- 
eigners (with the notable exception of 
Exxon/Mobil workers) and all jour- 
nalists from the province. With relief 
aid, however, came journalists, who 
reported on Indonesian troops 
beating Acehnese who came 
to relief centers looking for 
food. The Indonesians were 
also requiring identification 
cards from tsunami sur- 
vivors, many of whose hous- 
es are washed away.

European slave-traders later raided 
the islands for slaves. Starting in the 
1800s, British troops visited wholesale 
massacres upon the islanders. An 
Indian land grab in the 20th century 
forced most of the remaining 
islanders from their ancestral lands. 
Anthropologists report that slavers 
continued to raid the islands well into 
the second half of the 20th century, 
long after the international slave 
trade was thought dead. So it seems 
that the islanders have a much better 


fered only minor losses of life. People 
seeing the turmoil of the waves crash- 
ing above offshore coral reefs ran for 
safety before the waters arrived 
Likewise, while the waves uprooted 
millions of mangroves, they lost 

much of their destructive power in 
the process. 

No natural disaster is entirely nat- 
ural. With mangrove swamps being 
uprooted for housing and tourist 
development across the tropics, we'll 
see more and more unnatural 
destruction from natural disasters. 
Likewise, as oppressive militaries 
look for advantage in whatever disas- 
ter comes their way, we'll also see 
unnatural death and destruction in 
the wake of supposedly natural death 
and destruction.

Free-thinking Albertans roll over 
when it comes to utility bills 


OKAY, 
right? Things happen that are out of 
the ordinary, things that you just 


weren't expecting. Such was the case 


last week, on pages one and three of 
the Edmonton Sun, where they gave 
prominent attention to a survey con- 
ducted by Edmonton’‘s chief econo- 
mist, regarding power and utility 
rates across Canada. 

Jong Huang found that, out of 24 
Canadian cities, Edmonton was sec- 
ond only to Grande Prairie in the 
amount we pay for our utilities, 
which was about 13 per cent higher 
than the national average. It's worth 
noting that Lethbridge was number 
three, Calgary four. Could it really 
be just a shocking coincidence that 
the top 4 cities in the survey are in 
Alberta, where the greater choice 
and lower power rates the provincial 
government promised when they 
deregulated the system, didn’t exact- 
ly materialize? Probably not; and the 
Sun paid tribute to that fact with the 
just-this-side-of-damning subhead- 
ing, “Deregulation blamed.”

Hey there, buddy, no need to cry 
about it—it’s a northern climate, 
right? It’s gonna costa lot to heat 








your house and whatnot. Energy is 
expensive nowadays, and that’s not 
going to change for as long as we're 
sucking on the conventional stuff. 
It’s running out, remember? We 
should be working on adjusting to 
that. Turn the thermostat down, put 
on a sweater, weatherproof your 
home and seek out alternative 
means of heating and powering it. 
But see, that’s where you feel the 
true sting of contradiction at work in 
energy deregulation. The provincial 
government was shockingly quick to 
hop out of conventional energy’s 
way on the path to fortune, weren’t 
they? What regulatory oversight 
there is exists without teeth, and 
without the desire to possess them, 
hence the seemingly constant rate 
hikes, all the additional ‘extras’ that 
get tagged on to mere consumption. 


NO CONSERVATION 
INDUCTION EFFECT 

But, what about energy deregula- 
tion for someone who wants to help 
themselves and their community out 
a little? What if you wanted to rig 
yourself up a little solar energy deal 
that could supply much of your 
power on the sunniest days and 
maybe even send a little green ener- 
gy back to the grid? The equipment 
is expensive, but in some North 
American jurisdictions, the process 
is streamlined—it’s no problem to 
set yourself up and get your meter 
spinning backwards, giving you 
credit for your contribution. 

In Alberta, provincial law pro- 
hibits the backwards spinning of 
power meters, which drives up the 
cost of your setup and prohibits any 





individual gain beyond what you 
save in terms of consumption. 
Beyond that, there are dozens of reg- 
ulatory hoops to jump through 
before you're given the go ahead. 
There is no support or encourage- 
ment given for any other alternative 
sources of energy, or for the citizens 
who want to explore them.

Smith will play Anne Hathaway, 
Shakespeare’s widow, who perse- 
vered in the cultural backwater of 
Stratford-on-Avon while her hus- 
band cavorted with actors, writers, 
barmaids, and hangers-on in the 
bustling metropolis of Elizabethan 
London. 

Shakespeare's Will was created 
when Geoff Brumlik, then artistic 
director of the Free Will Players, 
commissioned “a piece, any piece” 
about Shakespeare from playwright 
Vern Thiessen to celebrate the com- 
pany’s 15 anniversary. Thiessen 
delivered a one-woman show in the 
summer of 2003, which was work- 
shopped and given a public reading 
by Smith. The script caught the 
attention of Citadel artistic director 
Bob Baker, who provided a venue 
for the trio to further develop the 
play. Now, two years later, it is 
receiving a full production on the 
Citadel's Rice stage, with Brumlik as 
director. 

Peacocke taught Smith, Brumlik, 
Thiessen, Baker, and an astounding 
number of local theatre profession- 
als, including FWP artistic directors 


Bard to the back 


VERN THIESSEN IS NO STRANGER TO USING 
history as the springboard for a flight 
of imagination. 

His Einstein's Gift, the Governor- 
General's award-winner for drama in 
2003, concerns the life of Nobel laure- 
ate Fritz Haber, who sacrificed his own 
happiness in the service of scientific 
research later used by the Nazis to 
murder millions. 

His latest world-premier on the 
Citadel stage is the story of Anne 
Hathaway, Shakespeare’s wife, whose 
life offered as enigmatic a puzzle as her 
husband's to the playwright. 

“Geoff [Brumlik] commissioned. a 
one-woman show for the Free Will 
Players. | came up with a number of 
different pitches and then, | can't 
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John Kirkpatrick and James

“He's a lynchpin in this commu- 
nity,” said Smith, and even though 
she graduated from the U of A’s 
acting program 15 years ago, “it still 
means something when he's in the 
audience. 

“If 1 give a performance Tom 
believes, I know I’ve done some- 
thing to be proud of.” 

And her appearance in 
Shakespeare's Will represents a spe- 
cial challenge for Smith. 

“I’ve never done a one-woman 
show before,” she says, defying 
expectations. “The original work- 
shop was a staged reading at Cité 
Francophone, but that’s not the 
same thing. I’m thrilled and scared 
to death all at the same time.” 

Shakespeare's Will received a 
three-week workshop under 
Brumlik in 2004, leading up to the 


Shakespeare mentioned—and “who 
he doesn't mention.” Much of his 
important research, though, involved 
talking to women, especially mothers, 
and trying to capture what their lives 
are like today. 

“| spent a lot of time looking at con- 
temporary lives and then back at his- 
torical lives and trying to find a place 
where those two things met.” 

Thiessen is also at pains to clarify 
that the play is not about Shakespeare. 
“He doesn’t appear all that much; 
this is about her. | wanted to avoid cre- 

ating a play that was about Anne but 

really about Shakespeare, one of those 
‘woman behind the man’ things. It has 
nothing to do with how she influenced 
his work.” 

Not to mention that any historical 
reconstruction is rife with difficulties— 
let alone one in which Shakespeare is — 
an infrequent visitor.

Smith returned to Edmonton for 
good in 2001 after six seasons at the 
Shaw Festival between 1993 and 
2000, among the best gigs available 
for actors in this country. Being part 
of a Shaw season means 33 weeks 
work in a year, as opposed to the 
itinerant chasing after roles that 
characterizes the life of most actors. 

“| mean, | had regular work and 
was well paid,” Smith says. “It’s 
hard to give that up.

Still, Smith wanted to stay in 
Edmonton. She knew the theatre 
scene here created work as good as 
that to be seen in any city, and her 
husband still lived here. She'd 
already done Popcorn on the Rice 
stage in 99. Her portrayal of a hun- 
gry-for-success actress included a 
memorable, if aesthetically carefully 
contained striptease, in which 
Smith’s character made, and won, a 
questionable bet that a woman's 
pantyhose could be removed sexily. 

When Shaw asked her to return 
in 2001, Smith hesitated.

DELIVERING ON MONTREAL DANSE’S 
reputation for taking risks, and revel- 
ing in the process of seeking out rising 
dance makers who stand apart from the 
crowd, artistic director Kathy Casey set 
off the first Big Bang program back in 
2000. 

“The idea was to take some of the 
stress off of these emerging choreogra- 
phers, stress that I felt would occur if 
they were asked to present work ina 
program alongside established choreog- 
raphers,” says Casey. She asked three

young choreographers to each create a 
short piece for her company’s dancers to 
present in one eclectic evening. 

The resulting programs were so suc- 
cessful in their breadth of creativity— 
more like an explosive arrival than a 
gentle coming out party—that the third 
incamation, Big Bang Series #3—Desir, 
focuses on “the creation of shorter 
works—period.” 

Casey feels that her devotion to short- 
er pieces ensures that the public can 
share in her company’s fascination with: 
diversity and discovery. “If you're 
watching a full evening-length dance 
program and you love it, that’s great, 
but if you don’t love it, you're stuck 
with it,” says Casey. “In an evening of 
short works, the dancers are the only 
permanent component.” On any given 
night, the program itself isn’t necessari- 
ly fixed. 


“When we're touring through very 
different universes, we have the flexibili- 
ty to construct very different programs. 
If we're presenting a program ina city 
witha developing contemporary dance 
audience, we can adapt the program; 
play with things a bit to make ita dana- 
er evening, a little funnier, a bit more 
accessible.”

IT WOULD BE NICE AND COMFORTING 


to be able to say that Stanley 
Kubrick's Dr. Strangelove (1964) is an 
anachronism, a relic of Cold War 
paranoia that parodies that era’s 
nuclear brinkmanship, chest-thump- 
ing and technological recklessness 

But the fact is, every generation 
since the one that witnessed 


Hiroshima has had its own personal- 


ized brush with nuclear terror, 

which has preserved Dr. 
Strangelove’s status as a potent politi- 
cal satire. For example, I grew up in 
the ‘80s, when the ongoing pissing 
match between the Soviet Union and 
the United States drove an unprece- 
dented arms build-up and presented 
the possibility that if the world 
wasn’t blown up on purpose in a 
suicidal paroxysm of ultranational- 
ism, it might happen by accident. 

When it happens in real life, it 
isn’t especially funny, but when 
Kubrick tried 40 years ago to figure 
out how to adapt author Peter 
George's thriller Red Alert (aka Two 
Hours to Doom) for the screen, he 
apparently couldn’t avoid the con- 
clusion that the madness of mutual- 
ly assured destruction might make 
a pretty nifty comedy. Between the 
hilarious script (co-written by 
Kubrick and Terry Southern), the 
uniformly brilliant casting and per- 
formances, and Kubrick’s genius for 
image-making, Strangelove has not 
only remained relevant, but stands 
as one of the greatest film comedies 
ever made. Period

refueling like birds in coitus, the

Days of the living dead 


Sam Fullers’ war-is-hell classic gets closer to being whole 


miered at the New York Film 
Festival in the fall of 2004. It has 
been described as one of the top 
movies ever made about the war, 
unsentimental about the violence 
yet with some surprisingly touch- 
ing human moments, showing that, 
even under these extreme circum- 
stances where killing is as natural as 
breathing, men can be loyal, brave, 
and compassionate. 
It's also Lee Marvin’s moment to 
shine, as steely-tough yet paternal 
Sergeant of the First Infantry—the 
Big Red One, so named for the 
numeral one stitched onto each sol- 
dier’s sleeve. A veteran of the First 
World War, he has been put in 
charge of a unit of young riflemen, 
among them Zab (Robert 
Carradine), who is clearly a stand- 
in for Fuller, upon whose experi- 
ences the film is based. Zab is a 
cigar-smoking “book-writer” look- 
ing to get a war novel out of this all, 
if he gets out alive. He is the narra- 
tor, chronicling the battles and the 





As his executive officer pleads in 
vain to get the general to call off the 
strike, the U.S. president and his 
advisors convene in an under- 
ground bunker to figure out how to 
avert a global holocaust. This will 
prove trickier than first thought, 
thanks to a Soviet doomsday 


weapon that assures retaliation even 


friendship between four men: him- 
self, Griff (Luke Skywalker himself, 
Mark Hamill), Johnson (Kelly 
Ward), and Vinci (Bobby Di Cicco). 
All they have in common is the fact 
that they experienced combat in 
North Africa, Sicily, Belgium, and 
Czechoslovakia together, and sur- 
vived. The rest of the troop— 
“replacements” —are faceless, 
nameless cannon fodder. 

Their first assignment is North 
Africa, where they are faced with 
French troops—unfortunately, 
those of the Vichy regime in 
cahoots with the Nazis. But in a 
moment of thrilling victory, they 
side with the Americans. It is one of 
the rare times that we are allowed a 
sense of relief in the remaining two 
hours of this restored cut. In Sicily, 
they have to take out a German 
gunner hiding in a village of wid- 
ows and children, and are treated to 
a feast following the emancipation. 
“It’s the first time in ages we felt 
really good,” recalls Zab. “It lasted 


if the country is annihilated. 

Peter Sellers is usually credited as 
the great comic genius in Dr. 
Strangelove for his portrayal of three 
different characters—bland 
American president Merkin 
Muffley; excruciatingly polite 
British executive officer Lionel 
Mandrake; and, most famously, as

Of course, Kubrick’s trademark | 
cinematic precision is in full evi- 
dence, from the production design 
and lighting of the War Room, 
which has been ripped off by couns 
less similar films, to the documen- 
tary-style cinematography used to 
film the assault on Ripper’s military 
base, to the film’s airtight pace 
which squeezes the entire apoca- 
lypse into a scant 90 minutes. The 
innovative use of music in 
Strangelove presaged Kubrick's 
famous fusion of music and visua 
in 2001: A Space Odyssey and A 
Clockwork Orange. 

To remind ourselves of Dr. 
Strangelove's ongoing relevance, we 
need only reflect on the fact that the 
person in charge of the world’s 
largest nuclear arsenal these days 
believes he'll be assumed bodily 
into heaven when the Messiah 
returns—which he figures might be 
soon—to see that things haven't 
improved much. Consolations are 
few and far between these days, bui 
at least Kubrick's black comedy ma 
terpiece hasn't lost a bit of its power

First-time feature writer Ari 
Schlossberg penned the script: to his 
credit, the concept of Hide and Seek is 
interesting, but as with many con- 
temporary suspense films (a few 
Japanese forays excluded), the char- 
acters are not developed to anys 
extent. If Hide and Seek is supposed 
to be a psychological thriller, in the 
spirit of Rear View Mirror, then why 
are We impervious to the characters’ 
charms? Though many would 
argue Hitchcock was a formulaic 
filmmaker, he at least afforded us 
the comfort of being enamored by 
his stars... even if they were going to 
get killed off later in the movie. 

Stars shine aplenty in Hide and 
Seek. Start with Robert De Niro, who 
hasn’t ascended the podium to 
claim hardware as often as he 
should have. Dakota Fanning as the 
terminally vexed Emily turns ina 
deliciously creepy performance. 
Even the ancillary players present 
no false notes. 

With all of this talent at the film- 
makers’ disposal, perhaps the great- 
est flaw of the film is that too often 
Hide and Seek resorts to cheap gim- 
mickry to create fear rather than 
mining some d issues.

WITH OUR SHOULDERS RECOVERING 
after the recent festival of back-pat- 
ting, we can take a moment, per- 
haps, to consider our selective sense 
of humanitarianism. 

According to our subjective men- 
tal math, 100,000 doesn’t equal 
100,000, not when we're tallying the 
dead, not when we're weighing car- 
nage against our obligation to inter- 
cede on behalf of our fellow human 
beings. 

One month ago, a tsunami wiped 
out tens of thousands, as we thought 
then, and we, our media, and our 
political leaders leaped into action. 
Eleven years ago, although it was 
soon clear that hundreds of thou- 
sands had been massacred in 
Rwanda, the Greater We somehow 
conspired to actually remove 
resources as the slaughter metasta- 
sized. How do we account for the 
difference? 

Confronted with the facts of the 
massacre of 800,000 people, a tenth 
of Rwanda’s population, over 100 
days, and also with the details of the 
world’s response, you're inclined to 
temper your despair by asking why 
the nations of the world can’t orga- 
nize to take collective action in cases 


fastest rate of mass murder in the 
20th Century—simply avoided 
invoking the word “genocide.” The 
Clinton White House led the cam- 
paign of obfuscation, as commemo- 
rated in the film Hotel Rwanda, 
spooked over the catastrophic 
results of its mission in Somalia. 

It was left to individuals to share 
their intelligence, their courage, and 
their luck in defense of their neigh- 
bours. The names and deeds of 
many are unrecorded. Hotel manag- 
er Paul Rusesabagina, however, will 
long be remembered for saving a 
thousand lives, many of them the 
marked-for-death Tutsis, with his 
powers of persuasion and his skillful 
use of graft, a craft for which he was 
well prepared by his career in the 
service industry. Don Cheadle does 
a fine job of potraying : 
Rusesabagina’s days on the

IT NEARLY FEELS LIKE A REVOLUTION- 


ary act just to listen to the Hidden 
Cameras these days. No, not 
because of the lyrical content: toe- 
tapping ditties about enemas, anal 
sex, and, ew, the armpit of Ontario 
populate the Toronto group's offer- 
ings; but rather just because it 
sounds so gosh darn happy and 
cute. Do the Hidden Cameras live 
on the same planet as the rest of us? 
You know, the one overrun with 
hatred, intolerance, greed, and 
scary, power-drunk, Bible-thump- 
ing superpowers? 

Their albums, especially their 
most recent, 2004's sprawlingly 
barmy Mississauga Goddam, indeli- 
bly etch them as rightful heirs to the 
askew, rococo crown of late “60s 
sunny Californian pop, so much so 
that one can almost hallucinate the 
gentle, rhythmic “scratch, scratch, 
scratch” of a ghost record player 
needle during mellower tracks. 

Joel Gibb, the spiritual, musical, 
and sexual heart of the Cameras, 
never met a musical embellishment 
he didn’t practically French kiss. 
Glockenspiel, harp, church organ, 
brass, strings—all the neu-l jue 
suspects are present and accounted 
for, lending a glorious madness to 

Gibb’s deliriously joyful melodies. 

The Cameras are excessive, quite 
proudly so, on many levels.

“Pro-choice”: 
Beyond the Abortion Issue 


When asked to discuss the term “pro-choice”, most people automatically 
focus their conversation on the abortion issue. Although a common 
assumption and crucial component, the issue reaches beyond whether or 
not a woman has the right to choose when making a decision regarding 
the outcome of an unintended pregnancy. 


This focused debate has been ongoing for decades and serves to polar- 
ize people in a way few other topics can. What is often overlooked, how- 
ever, is the broader definition of the term “pro-choice.” Besides abortion, 
this may include the right to choose a partner of the same or opposite 
sex, the right to contraception, the right to any form of sexual expression 
that is consensual, and the right to choose, or not choose, marriage 
regardless of one’s orientation. 


As the abortion issue is so often intertwined with religious beliefs, it is 
also important to be supportive of the right to choose a spiritual practice 
or religion, or absence of one, as suits the individual. At Planned 
Parenthood Edmonton, our definition of “pro-choice” is the foundation of 
our work, a philosophy that supports an individual's inherent right to 
choose, regardless of the nature of the matter. 


These “pro-choice” decisions cannot be defined in limited terms like 
“gay” or “straight” and likewise, they are not limited to sex or gender. 
“Pro-Choice” by Planned Parenthood’s definition, is applicable to all of us 
in every decision that faces us as a result of our life choices. When it 
comes to the politics of choice its hard to decide what to believe, espe- 
cially when people are so divided on this subject. However, the right to 
choose in every decision must be made available to every Canadian citi- 
zen.

A WEEK AGO MONDAY (JAN 24), THE EIGHTH 
annual Maple Blues Awards were hand- 
ed out in Toronto. Combined this year 
with the second Canadian “Blues 
Summit,” the three-day event offered a 
chance for musicians, talent buyers, club 
owners, blues radio programmers, and 
festival producers to gather and 
exchange ideas, hear new talent in show- 
cases, and to celebrate the music we all 
love. Workshops and seminars touched 
on marketing, songwriting, getting air- 
play and making demos. There was a 
wonderful discussion on legends and 
stories with Bruce Iglauer, the owner of 
Alligator Records, and Richard Flohil, 
who has been promoting blues in the 
Toronto area for over 30 years 
A good representation from south of 

the border lent the affair a certain 

amount of credibility. The keynote 
address was delivered by Bob Santelli 
author of the Big Book of Blues and a key 
player in the celebration of 2003 as the 

Year of the Blues.” The picture he paint- 
ed of the blues was not particularly 
pretty one. Fewer artists being signed 
less blues on the music charts, waning 
media interest, and the aging of the 
music’s core audience were some of the 
points he touched on in an hour long 
speech attended by over 100 delegates. 
There is however, cause for hope. That 
hope lies in the dedication of blues fans 
and a handful of things we can all do, as 
fans, to promote the music.

sound they describe as “scaled heavy 
punk with vocal harmonies” and, well, 
lots of screaming, local rockers Some 
Won Spit can't really be considered a

FORMED AT A TIME WHEN SYNTH POP WAS ON 
the wane, Erasure has struggled uphill

BURNING SPEAR'S 35-YEAR MUSICAL CAREER 
began in the parish of St. Ann’s Bay, a 
corner of Jamaica generally ignored by 
tourists. This unassuming little bay 
was also home to Bob Marley, who on 
a chance meeting with Spear one day 
(while Marley was moving a donkey up 
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the hill to his farm) advised him to 
bring his music to the Studio One 
label. Spear heeded the advice and 
took “Door Peeper,” which was to 
become his first single, to legendary 
producer Clement Dodd (aka 
Downbeat). And so opens Creation 
Rebel, with the original single mix of 
“Door Peeper” marking the onset of 
Burning Spear’s musical mission of 
conscious roots reggae. 

Creation Rebel is an essential com- 
pilation of tracks that have influenced 
reggae musicians the world over. A 
blend of rare recordings and mixes of 
Burning Spear's work for Studic One, 
there is nothing forced about this 
showcase of his earlier work. The re- 
mastering is skillful, and the original 
rawness of the music is retained. In 
fact, despite being a product of the dig- 
ital age, Creation Rebel preserves the 
warmth and heart of vinyl. 

The hypnotic dub vibe of Spear’s 
music underlies his unapologetically 
political message. As a champion of 
freedom and peace, Spear's poetic 
vision conveys the long-time suffering 
of his people, while praising the dignity 
and resilience of the human spirit, This 
album is a must-have for any reggae

If you love the stripped-down style 
of singer/songwriters like Nick Drake, 
this is right up your alley. However, if 
you miss the crunchy guitars and 
synths of Sharp's Weezer/The Rentals 
days, this album may be a bit off- 
putting. It may take you a few listens 
to wrap your head around this sparse 
offering, but once you do, the rewards 
are abundant. “Goodbye West Coast” 
chronicles Sharp's leaving California to 
visit a friend’s grave, while “Let Me 
Pass” chronicles the many obstacles 
that intrude upon living your life. 

Sharp’s first foray into solo territory 
does not wish to draw attention upon 
itself. You can put on the record while 
you're doing some housework, and it'll 
make for ideal ambient background 
music. It may meander about in spots, 
but it certainly won't want to destroy 
your sweater.

On the whole, the album is 
so hit and miss that it can only be 
described as uneven, without enough 
moments of brilliance to quite make 
up for the lows. After the end of 
Smashing Pumpkins, life does indeed 
begin again... but not quite yet with 
this record.
